U.S. Prisoners in China-One Free, One Dead 


H UGH FRANCIS REDM OND 


H O N G KONG (A P )— Red China released Ro man 
Catho lic Bisho p J ames Edward Walsh to day after nearly 
12 y ears in Co mmunist captiv ity . Rut the Chinese an­ 
no unced that ano ther American priso ner, Hugh Francis 
Redmo nd o f Yo nkers, N. Y., co mmitted suicide three 
mo nths ago . 
Bo rder so urces said tfie 7 9 -y car-o ld prelate fro m Cum­ 
berland, Md., ‘‘walked acro ss the bo rder bridge unaided 
and appeared in fair co nditio n co nsidering his age and 
the o rdeal he has undergo ne.” 
Bisho p Walsh gav e “ a tired smile” as he appro ached the 
British bo rder po st and o bserv ed to the bo rder po lice that 
he had “ been in China a lo ng, lo ng time— I am v ery tired 
and I’m glad I am o ut.” 
A church spo kesman said the lo cal bisho p, Francis Hsu, 
had cabled the Vatican asking fo r instructio ns abo ut medi­ 
cal treatment and po ssible return to the United States fo r 
Bisho p Walsh. 
A U.S. Co nsulate spo kesman said Bisho p Walsh was 
being giv en a medical ex aminatio n and “ we will no t kno w' 
his real co nditio n until after that.” 
The spo kesman said he do ubted that the bisho p wo uld 
be made av ailable to talk to repo rters o r be pho to graphed 
“ fo r so me time.” 
He repo rtedly has been in a priso n ho spital in Shang­ 
hai mo st o f the last eight y ears. 


The bisho p was arrested in Octo ber 19 5 8. He was co n­ 
v icted in 19 6 0 o f espio nage and sentenced to 20 y ears im­ 
priso nment. 
Hsinhua, Peking’s o fficial news agency , said he had 
been freed befo re co mpletio n o f his sentence because o f 
his “ o ld age and ill health” and that he had left fo r Ho ng 
Ko ng. 
Redmo nd, 5 0, was a businessman in China who cho se 
to remain there when the Co mmunists to o k o v er in 19 4 9 . 
He was sentenced to life impriso nment in 19 5 4 o n charges 
o f maintaining co ntact with U.S. intelligence agents in 
Ho ng Ko ng. 
Hsinhua said Redmo nd killed himself three mo nths ago , 
o n the night o f April 13 . 
“ Taking adv antage o f unpreparedness by the warders,” 
said Peking’s repo rt, the American “ used a U.S.-made razo r 
blade to cut the artery o f the medial aspect o f his left el­ 
bo w and the arteries o f his wrists and mo rtally wo unded 
himself.” 
Despite emergency ho spital treatment, Redmo nd died 
the same ev ening fro m lo ss o f blo o d, Peking said. 
After ex aminatio n by medical ex aminers, the bo dy was 
cremated and “ the Red Cro ss So ciety o f China has already 
info rmed the culprit Redmo nd’s relativ es o f his death 
thro ugh the American Red Cro ss,” Hsinhua said.

is fiscal irresp o nsibility on the 
p art of a co ngress co ntro lled 
by 
a 
Demo cratic 
majo rity . 
Only one of the m ajo r ap ­ 
p ro p riatio n 
bills 
fo r 
fiscal 
y ear 1971. which began on 
Ju ly 1. has been befo re him 
fo r signatu re. The o ther 13 
regu lar ap p ro p riatio n bills are 
either p end ing in co mmittee, 
awaiting 
hearings 
o r 
hav e 
been acted on by one hou se 
bu t no t by the o ther. The 
p ro sp ects are that so me of 
these measu res will not be u p 
fo r p assage o r d efeat fo r sev ­ 
eral weeks o r p erhap s ev en 
mo nths. 
The Presid ent, of co u rse, can 
characterize co ngress as u n­ 
co o p erativ e in his effo rts to 
fight inflatio n, 
and he can 
u rge the p eo p le to giv e him 
a 
co ngress that will back him 
u p . Bu t he hard ly can call fo r 
a Rep u blican co ngress with­

camp aign. In ev ery Co ngres­ 
sio nal District the v o ters are 
u su ally fam iliar with the rec­ 
o rd s of the co ngressmen who 
hav e no t been on the Presi­ 
d ent's sid e in the Ho u se and 
in the Senate. So Mr. Nix o n's 
ap p eal to the p eo p le wou ld be

him. 
It may be that, u nd er su ch 
circu m stances, so me of the 
d issenting Rep u blicans w i l l

Certain­ 
ly if the Presid ent co u ld get 
a Rep u blican majo rity in both 
Ho u ses, he wou ld hav e a su b­ 
stantial gro u p , becau se there 
are many Demo crats who also 
can be co u nted on to v ote 
with the ad m inistratio n. 
Co ntro l of co ngress by a 
Rep u blican majo rity fav o ring 
the Presid ent is of m ajo r im 
p o rtance becau se chairm en of 
the co mmittees w o u l d be 
named fro m the Presid ent’s 
p arty . If the Rep u blican p arty 
gains 
co ntro l, 
Senato r

bright of Arkansas. Demo crat, 
fo r instance, wou ld no lo nger

o ther co mmittees 
wou ld

It is beco ming ev id ent that, 
in many d istricts.

This has been d eemed d esir­ 
able to cu rb inflatio n and re­ 
sto re the stability of bu siness 
u nd er w’hich the co llectio n of 
big su ms erf rev enu e fro m tax ­ 
p ay ers to carry on so cial-wel- 
fare p ro gram s wou ld be feas­ 
ible. 
The Presid ent has no t an­ 
no u nced his p lans and p ro b­ 
ably will no t d o so u ntil early 
au tu mn. 
He 
is 
co nfro nted , 
ho wev er, with the necessity of 
lau nching a camp aign fo r m a­ 
jo rity su p p o rt not merely fro m 
his own p arty , bu t fro m mem ­ 
bers of the o p p o sitio n p arty 
who will p led ge themselv es to 
v o te fo r his p ro gram s and thu s 
end the d istu rbing tactics that 
hav e help ed to u nsettle eco ­ 
no mic co nd itio ns in America.

The theo ry 
was that the gu errilla wou ld 
step u p on the d ev ices, which 
wou ld crackle and p op lou d 
eno u gh to be o v erheard by 
the

Ex plo siv e Butto ns 
Acco rd ingly ,

Bu t it also sho u ld n't 
take the enemy long to learn 
that the d ro p p ings may be 
booby trap s.

The signals fro m the seed ed 
d e v i c e s are mo nito red by 
p lanes and helico p ters, which 
ho v er 
o v erhead . 
So metimes 
they remain in the air almo st 
co nstantly to listen fo r enemy 
mo v ements, bu t u su ally they 
mo nito r the signals fo r sho rt 
p erio d s. 
The mo st ago nizing p ro blem 
is that the ex p ensiv e d ev ices 
u su ally d o n’t wo rk. Tho se that 
d o p u t ou t a signal m u st be 
rep laced within a wreek. 
All the mo ney that has been 
wasted on this p ro gram may 
nev er be u nco v ered . Fo r ex ­ 
amp le. 20 ex p erim ental u nits 
were ship p ed to Vietnam re­ 
cently in two lots. After the 
first lot was air d ro p p ed into 
the ju ngle, no t a single u nit 
o p erated mo re than two o r 
three ho u rs. 
The Pentago n rad io ed . Sai­ 
gon to hold u p the seco nd air 
d ro p u ntil technicians insp ect­ 
ed the ex p erimental d ev ices.

ro u nd ­ 
abo u t thro u gh Denmark he 
finally

clim actic sp ring of 1945 , when 
So v iet arm ies p u lv erized their 
way into the alread y bomb- 
shattered city . 
He 
was 
cap tu red ,

On the first leg of his jo u rney 
to So v iet imp riso nment, 
he 


walked 18 0 miles east fro m 
Berlin to Po x nan, Po land . It 
took three and a half.weeks. 
Thereafter, he was carted

fo u rth largest city , where he 
ro tted in p riso n fo r fiv e y ears. 
Ho me in Berlin at last in 
195 0, he fo u nd his way slowly .

"I told 
him, look, we want to d o other 
stories on the d ru g scene, sex 
ed u cation, stu d ent militancy , a 
scholarship black stu d ent with 
gu ilt feelings abou t aband oning 
his commu nity ." 
Ru ben, who said he d oes not 
think he cou ld hav e d one the

withou t 
ABC’s 
"Room 
222” clearing the way , said 
Wood "was willing to go along 
with u s. This is a somewhat new 
show—bu t we’re not d iscov ering 
America."
